The coat to the people of the State of tb 
special election, including the extra bill 
which have been or which will have to b 
paid out of the treasury, will, we are relia 
bly informed foot np nearer thirty than 
twenty thousand dollars, so the JOURNA 
would have been nearer correct if it had es 
timated the convention cost at one third 
instead of one half that of the lottery 
flyer of 1889. 


"We are at a losi to imagine what the En 


terprise is driving at, when it flays thnt w 
will and the lust record of the JOURNAL in 
its explanation of the recent case befor 
tha Supreme Court. If our Virginia con 
temporary refers to the oaso in which th

Stated at the time, and the JOURNAL so eup 
posed, that the cas^v/as brought by ahold 
over Senator for tbe purpose of settling th 
question as to whether the nextLpgialatur 
should convene on the first or third Mou 
day in February, 1391. As it was a matte 
which, if undecided, might involve the va 
Jid'ty o; important legislation and perbap 
result in other oomplR-ations, the JOURNAL 
approved the course pursued, as it would 
do again under the eame circumstances.

tion thereto, and if oat Comatook's con- 
temporary's conscience is BS placid upon 
that dubject as tbe JOURNAL'S, its slumber- 
ing hoars *ill never be disqiioted by the 
phantom of a lottery wheel, which will 
never materializj or revolve in the battle- 
born commonwealth of Nevada,

THE LIMITED DEBATE BULB. 


There are certain admirers of the past 


who bave a childish dread of innovation. 
The steamboat has been invented, but they 
affect an admiration for the shallop. The 
railroad bas been invented, but they cher- 
ish an antiquarian reverence for the old 
stage coach. This sentimentalism some- 
times enslaves otherwise shrewd men, and 
makes them oblivious of changes that time 
has wrought. If it affected them aloae, wft 
might smile at their weakness, and let 
them enjoy their dreams. 
It is a mis- 


fortune, however, when it keeps thorn an- 
chored to the past while they need move 
with tho current. It breeds a policy which 
wakes resentment that may often cause tbe 
f ulure of desired reforms. Such is the 
case in tbe United States Senate. A kind 
of tradition has excused eternal debate. 
When the Federal Government was set in 
operation n century ago, as there were but 
thirteen States, the Senate consisted of only 
twenty-six members. 
A minority could 


not consist of over twelve and they could 
cot protract debate forever, and it was 
therefore harmless to let (hem talk till they 
became tired. 


The custom of delaying a vote till every- 


body who wished to talk had exhausted his 
breath or his rhcioric grew into a settled 
usage. And some Senators fail to discover 
that it is a kind of rubbish brought down 
by the drag-net of time. Plain people, 
however, who recollect that the patriarchal 
era has passed, know thnt if legislation is 
to be enacted, discussion cannot be end- 
less. They realize tbat tbe Senate now 
consists ol eighty-eight members, ere long 
to be swelled to a hundred. A minority 
may now consist of forty-three, and if they 
are bent on talking a measure to deaih, 
what hope can be had far a vote on more 
thnn one or two measures in an ordinary 
session? Sensible Senators therefore in- 
sist that the time lias arrived when the 
previous question should be in order after 
reasonable discussion ha; taken place. 
But Senator Edmunds Iris insisted on the 
traditions of the Senate. 
He forgets that 


this is 1890.

silver. 


There cau be no question but that the 


ndependent stand of the United States on 
the question of the white metal as shown 


tuepassage of the silver bill has exerted 


a powerful influence all over the world. It 
s not Europe alone that Heels it, but every 
country and natiou in the world that has 
any commercial standing or importance, 
Whenever things are bought and sold the 
markets feel the effect of American silver 
egislation, a ad the disposition to come to 
our views is becoming stronger and stronger 
all the time, 


England made her commercial reputation 


by her dogmatic aasertiveneas and in that 
respect we may wish to imitate her. We 
certainly havu tbe best of the bargain on 
silver, and if we adhere to our present alti- 
ude and follow it in due time with free 
coinage, there will be nu danger but that 
be mono metallic nations will wheel into 
iue for fear of bniog left entirely out of the 
procession of tbe world's progress.

A Savant Describe! a Curious Portion o 


the Globe's Makeup—Musical Sand I* 
Found in Several Countries—Some Hj> 
pothegea to Explain the Cause. 
The so-called "barking sands" of Kaua 


are mentioned in the works of severa 
travelers in the Hawaiian islands, ani 
have a worldwide fame as a natural curi 
oeity. As a rule, however, the pnnted ac 
counts are meager in details, and show 
the authors to have been unacquaintef 
with similar phenomena elsewhere. 


Jointly" with Dr. Alexis A. Julien, o 


Columbia college, New York, I have been 
studying the properties of sonorous sam 
for a long time, and have visited many 
localities in America, Europe and Asia 
hence I was able during a recent visit to 
Kanai to make some notes and compari 
sons that may interest the residents o 
this kingdom. 


Notwithstanding recent rains I founi 


the sand on the dune at Mana dry to th 
depth of four or five inches, and when 
pushed down the steop incline it gav 
out a deep base note having a tremulou 
character. This hardly resembles th 
"barking" of a dog, but a sound some 
what like it is produced by plunging th 
hands into the sand and bringing them 
vigorously together. An %er way is t 
fill a long bag three-quarters full of sand 
and then dividing its contents iato tw 
parts, holding one in each hand, to cla 
the two portions together. This I hac 
found to be a good method for te 
the sonorousness of sand on sea beaches 
A bag of the sand will preserve its 
acoustic qualities a long time if kept dry 
and not too frequently manipulated 
The angle at which the sand lies wher 
it falls over the dune is 31 degrees; th 
sonorousness extends several hundre< 
feet along the dune, being interruptec 
by a creeping vine that thrives marvel 
ously in such a soil. 


A similar dune of sonorous sand oc 


Curs on Niihau, as has long been known 
to residents of the island, and it has been 
also reported to occur near Koloe. 


These observations, simple as they are 


have been of special interest to me, be 
cause they show that the sand of thes 
localities forms a link between that o 
the sea beaches and that of a certain hi] 
on the Gulf of Suez known as Jhbel Na 
gous, and which I visited in April, 1880 
Sonorous sand is of more common occur- 
rence than generally supposed. It i 
found on the Atlantic coast of the Unit 
ed States from Maine to Florida, on th 
Pacific coast, in Europe, Japan, Africa 
Tasmania, etc., as well as on tho shores o 
many fresh water lakes. In these localitie 
it forms areas generally between low 
tide and the base of adjoining dunes, am 
emits sounds only when subjected t 
friction by the feet and hands or in a 
bag as described. At Jebel Nagous, in 
Arabia, on the other hand, the sand rest 
in a ravine, and produces sound onlj 
when it rolls down the incline (which 
often does spontaneously) and fails to re 
spond to kicks and cuffs. 


The sand at Mana, as shown, unites in 


itself both these acoustic properties. Th 
ungle at which the sand lies at Jebe 
Nagous is the same as at Mana, 81 de 
grees being the "angle of rest" f or fini 
dry sand. The musical notes obtained 
at these far separated localities are also 
the same, but in Arabia the incline is 
390 feet high, and consequently th 
sounds are far louder, especially as the; 
are further magnified by being echoec 
from adjoining cliffs. 


The sand at Kauai and Niihau is madi 


up of fragments of shell and coral, whili 
that of all other localities known to us 
(over 100 in number) is siliceous. This 
shows that the sonorousness is inde 
pendent of material. Examination under 
the microscope further shows that the 
sonorous quality is not connected with 
the shape of the grain. 


Sonorous sand is distinguished by 


being free from fine dust or silt; the in* 
dividual grains are very uniform in size, 
It is very easy to deprive sand of its 
acoustic power by mixing a little earth 
with it or by wetting it, It is difficult 
if not impossible, to restore to sand its 
sonorous quality when once "killed." 


A number of hypotheses have been 


proposed to explain the cause of this cu- 
rious property of certain sands. 
The 


prevalent idea in these islands that the 
sound is due to the cellular structure oJ 
the sand must be abandoned, since mosl 
sonorous sand is not so constituted, thai 
of Kauai forming an exception. Some 
have attributed the sonorous quality to 
saline crusts, others to electricity, effer- 
vescence of air between the particles, 
reverberation within subterranean cav- 
ities and to eolarization, and one author 
attempts to explain the phenomena by 
writing of "a reduplication-of impulses 
netting air in vibration in "a focua of 
echo." 


These theories Dr. Julien and I reject 


for reasons I cannot here detail, and we 
believe the true cause of sonorousness to 
be connected with thin pellicles or films 
of air or of gases thence derived, depos- 
ited and condensed upon the surface of 
the sand grains during gradual evapora- 
tion after wetting by seas, lakes or rains. 
By virtue of these flitna the sand grains 
become separated by elastic cushions of 
condensed gases, capable of considerable 
vibration, whose thickness we have ap- 
proximately determined. The extent of 
the vibration and the volume and pitch 
of the sound produced we also find to be 
largely dependent upon the forms, stntet- 
nres arid surfaces of the sand grains, and 
especially upon their purity or freedom 
from fine silt or dust. 


We have shown that the pitch of the 


musical notes obtained on sea beaches ia 
proportional to the mass of sand moved— 
the greater the mass the lower the tones. 
On the dunes of Kanai and Niihau the 
same holds true.—H. Carrington Bolton, 
Ph. D., is Honolulu Commercial Adver- 
tiser.
